Mayor Expected To Sign 
Ordinance Today—Pen- 
alty Will Be Fine of 
$500, 30 Days, or Both. 


Unanimous passage by city council 
Monday of the ordinance regulating 
sale of pistols in Atlanta marked the 
first legislation to be adopted fvullow- 
ing the the recent opening of The 
Constitutiou’s campaign ayainst the 
weapons in Georgia, council’s action 
opened the way for state legislation 
along similar lines 

The original ordinance was strength- 
ened by an amendment making it il- 
legal to sell ammunition for pistols 
except on permits approved by city 


coucil. The amendment, it was ex- 
plained by Councilman Harry York, 


who introduced it, will affect all per- 
sons who already own pistols by forc- 
ing them to obtain permission of coun- 
ceil before purchcsing more ammuni- 


tion. 
Iiy voting unanimously for the 


measure, council placed Atlanta in the 
front ranks of cities attempting to 
reduce crime by regulating sale and 
use of pistols, and it is expected that 
many other cities in the state will 


follow suit. 
Provisions ot Ordinance. 

The ordinance, which was sponsored 
by Councilman John A. White, makes 
it unlawful] to sell any pistol in At- 
lanta unless a permit has been ayp 
proved by council and signed by tue 
mayor. its results will be made mucn 
more effective by Councuman York's 
vmendment, as the measure, if ap 
proved by -the mayor, will make it 
ractically-impossible either to buy a 
now pistol] or ammunition for an old 
pistol im Atlanta without knowledge 
and consent of city offtcials. 

The ordinance inc.udes all weap- 
ons, single or donble-barreled, which 
may be concealed about the person, 
revolvers, deringers, automatics, and 
all other small firearms generally 
salled pistols. 

Under the new law, persons desir- 
ing to purchase either pistols or am- 
munition must file their names, ad- 
dresses, and occupations with the city 
clerk, and applications then will be 
considered by council. The law, how- 
ever, does not apply to officers, either 
wilitary or civil, who are charged 
with maintaining law and order. 

Tne measure provides a maximum 
fine of $500, or a sentence of 30 days 
eu tre public works of the city, or 
Yoth, according to the discretion otf 
the rveorder, for every violation.

state, according to Eugene R. Black, 
president of the Atlanta Trust com- 
pany, who delivered the principal ad- 
dress at the first session of a two- 
day meeting of state fertilizer inspec- 
tors held in the senate chamber of the 
capitol Monday afternoon.

Antitoxin Rushed to Hos- 
pital for Relief of In- 
mates Who Are Stricken 
Down With Diphtheria. 


Nome, Alaska, February 2.—Bring- 
ing to diptheria-stricken Nome the 
vital antitoxin expected to save the 
entire white colony here from death, 
Gunnar Kasson arrived at 5:30 
o'clock Monday morning. 

Kasson rode into the city behind 


15 dogs which had covered the last 


lap of a race with death from Nenana 
—a race that will take its place 
among the great epics of the frozen 
north. 

The last stage of the dash was 
made through a _ blinding blizzard, 
which had brought -ears to this vity 
that the gallant musher and his pre- 
cious 300,000 units of serum might be 
lost as he was on the verge of suc- 
cess. 

Week Required For Trip. 

A whole week was consumed in 
making the trip. The antitoxin was 
shipped by rail from Anchorage to 
Nenana, where dog teams picked it 
up. Running in relays, the dog teams 
carried the serum over 650 miles of 
wind-swept trail to Nome. 

Gunnar Kasson had relieved Leon- 
ard Seppalla. Both men are among 
the most famous mushers of the north. 

Kasson was virtually sheated in ice 
and he unclenched his bleeding hands 
from the sled handles with difficulty. 

Ice masked the reaving flanks of 
his malamutes as they dropped in the 
snow after their record run azatnst 
death. 

Serum Rushed toe Hospital. 

The antitoxin, strapped in a bundle 
weighing scarcely twenty pounds, was 
and rushed 
into the hospital. It was necessary 
to cut the frozen ropes with axes.

Columbus, Ohio, February 2.—Law- 
rence “Heine” Riehl was arrested 
here today by federal officials and ar- 
raigned upon a charge of acting as a 
go-between for A. E. Sartain, deposed 
warden of Atlanta penitentiary, in bts 
operations whereby vrisoners are said 
to have obtained special privileges 
through the payment of bribes. 

The specific charge upon which 
Riehl] was arraigned, and upon, which 
he was bound over for trial at At- 
lenta, February 9, is that he conveyed 
a birbe of $8,400 from friends of cer- 
tain prisoners to Sartain, in return 
for which the rrisoners were to be 
given extraordinary privileges in the 
rrison. He was released under bond 
of $2.000 

Riebl was released from the Ohio 
penitentiary about a year ago after 
serving a little over two years of a 
one-to-seven-year term for receiviag 
stolen property. He was convicted 
of buying the leot from a Jewel rob- 
bery here. 
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RIEHL THIRD MAN 
WHO WAS INDICTED. 

Riehl was named as the third party 
in an indictment returned against A. 
FE. Sartain and L. J. Fletcher, former 
warden and deputy warden, respect- 
ively, of the Atlagta federal peniten- 
tiary. charging conspiracy to receive 
bribes. - 

The indictment charged that Sar- 
tain, Fletcher and Father Thomas P. 
Hayden, former chaplain at the prison, 
and another pérson, who was Riehl, 
conspired to accept bribes from pris- 
oners. 

The indictment sets out that on 
March 19, 1924, Father Hayden and 
Riehl went to Savannah and received 
from Willic H. Haar, a prisoner at

Five Inches Toward Freedom

Cave City. Ky. February 2.— 
Floyd Collins, 35 years old. entombed 
cave explorer, was five inches nearer 
freedom tonight than he has been at 
any time since huge boulder pin- 
ioned him in a narrow passage m 
Sand Save Friday morning. 


A rescue party, headed by Lieu. 
tenunt Robert Burdon. of the Louis- 
ville fire department, worked at the 
big rock for three hours this afternoon 
and when they left the crevice, ex- 
hausted. Collins had been moved five 
inches. 

With each tiny move in the patn- 
fully tedious’ process of rescuing Col 
lins, hopes—long since dulled—were 
revived, but the victim still was far 
from a freed man tonizht. , 

Two of the volunteer aids collapsed 
after avorking in the passageway two 
hours. The temperature was 16 de- 
grees above zero. 
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The squad worked their way to Col- 
lins on their stomachs, and Homer 
Collins succeeded in placing a leather 
harness above his brother’s body. A 
rope was attached to thia and with 
the imprisoned man using his elbows 
to squirm and four other men tugging 
at the repée, Collins was moved the 
short distance. The five-inch margin 
has led the four to predict the possible 
rescue tomorrow. 

Cullins suffered torture during the 
work, first imploring the men not to 
“jerk my foot off” and later begging 
them to “dope me and pull me out.” 

Homer Collings remained behind 
when the jaded workers withdrew. 

Hopes, buoycd by the belief that, 
with the arrival from Louisville of a 
compressed air drill, Collins would be 
rescued. sank again when the opinion 
Was expressed that its use would be 
dangerous and that it might cause the 
collapse of the entire passageway. 


PASTEURIZED MILK

pe pasteiirized, It also contains pro- 
Visions for rigid inspections of dairies, 
and other conditions rezarding produc- 
tion, sale and distribution of milk here. 

‘The ordinance goes to hte mayor to- 
day for final action. Althvugh he has 
given no indication of his stand on 
the matter, it is expected that he will 
approve li. 

Provisions of Ordinance. 

The principal piovision of the ordi- 
nance. which, with one exception, is 
identical with the standard milk ordi- 
nance now in effect in several south 
ern states, is that one year from 
date of puassage,“all milk sold in At- 
flanta, with the exception of certified 
and grade A raw milk. ::ust be 
pasteurize:! 

Leslie C. Frank, milk sanitation 
expert of the United Staies public 


health bureau, who ficst recomimeuded 
the ordinance here. also recommerided 
that two inspectors and a cierk be 
added to the present staff of the city 
health dopartment. Councilman W.

JITNEY OWNERS PLAN 
TO APPEAL TO COURT 


New Ordinance Provides 
for Penalty of $200 Fine, 
Thirty Days, or Both for 
Violations. 


Virtual elimination * jitney busses 
in Atlanta was yoied 22 to 8 by city 
council Monday, when an ordinance 
introduced by the apecial traction com- 
mittee was adopted. The ban becomes 
effective 30 days after the paper has 
been signed by the mayor. 

Woaile the mayor has refused te 
moke known his etand on the ordi 
nance, he is expected to sign it today, 
waking the jitney ban effective early 
in Morch. 


The measure was the target for a 
storm of opposition, and was. passed 
oaly after a bitter debate on the tloor 
of council that lasted for more than 
two hours, and in which almost every 
member of council participated. Sev- 
eral attempts to block a vote on tne 
paper Mouday were defeated when mv- 
tions to refer to various committees 
were lost. 

Barring of jitneys Monday night 
was attacked as unfair and unjust by 
Sam ©. Schlesinger, president. and 
general manager »f the Atlarta Jitney 
Bus association, who said that the 
matter certainly. will be taken to 
court, and that if necessary, will be 
| carried to the highest courts in the 
land. Whether au injunction will be 
asked to prevent enforcing of the or- 
dinance has not been decided yet, 
Schlesinger said, 

Provisions of Ordinance. 

The ordinance provides that all jit- 
ness er busses be prohibited from 
operating on any streets where Gar 
lines are in operation; on streets 
witLin two blocks of and parallel to 
streets occupied by car lines: on ceér- 
tain streets designated as congested. 

It also provides a -penalty of $200, 
or 30 days at work otr the public 
works of the city, or both, for each 
violation, and every day on which a. 
bus is operated in violation of the ordi- 
nance is to be considered a separate 
offense. 

The ordinance, however, contains 
provisions by which busses with seat- 
ing capacities of 17 or more may op- 
erate in sections not served by the 
stret railway company, which would 
permit furnishing of bus transporta- 
tion,for the Morningside and Sylvan 
Hills sections. 

Service Safeguarded. 

It also gives council the power to 
license busses to operate at any place 
at auy time. The last clause was 
inserted to act as a safety valve by 
allowing council to permit operation 


of busses in competition to street 
cars at any time that service rendered

Biz Crowd Present. : 

Every avuilable seat in the council 
chamber was filled with spevttators, 
who also vverflowed into the corri- 
dors, and a majority of whom attend- 
ed the meeting vuly.vecause of their 
interest in the jitney ordinance. 

Several unsuccessful atteinpts were 
made to bring the paper before coun- 
cil early in the session, but one such 
request was withdrawn when it was 
stated that Councilmen Allen and 
Aven had been forced to leave the 
meeting for a short time, and on an- 
other occasion a request wag deferred 
until reports of standing committees 
were completed. 

McLendon Outlines Case. 

Alderman J. L. McLendon, chair- 
man of the traction committee, spoke 
biiefly on the ordinance when it came 
up for action. He told of the course 


ed by the committee after a year’s 
study, presented to council, rereferred 
to the committee, and a public hearing 
held. The only result of the hearing, 
he explained, was the umendment in 
the indemuity clause. He stated that 
at the hearing, only two speakers op- 
posed the ordinance, while between 40 
und OU talked in tavor of 1t. 
Councilman Horace Kussell, who 
wus a leader in the fight staged az 
the meeting two weeks ago to refer 
the measure, aguin attacked it on the 
grounds that it was too drastic, al- 


hough admiting that he favored some 
legislation to relieve the power com- 
pany. 

“it is wrong to legislate anyone out 
of Yusiness when such steps are un- 
necessary,” he said. “By simply barr- 
ing jitneys from streets ou which car 
lines operate, the situation would* ve 
solved, and rights of the power com- 
pany, under its franchise, would ve 
recugnized. ‘The franchise gives the 
company exclusive rights to mass 
trau-portation on streets where there 
ure tracks, and forcing Dus operators 
to take proper iusurance against in- 
jury to passengers would mean that 
ro one bat responsible persons coulil 
vperute them on any streets, 

“We have no right to jump on the 
Jittle fellows, and should not bow 
dewn to every one of the power com- 
pany’s demands. By putting jitney 
uvperators out of business, we ure rov- 
bing that many citizens of their in- 
herent rights. In addition, while we 
have no authority to cuntrol service 
rendered by the puwer company, it 
seems to me that the best guaruntee 
thut it will provide adequate service 
cunld ve obtained by alldwing jitneys 
to cperate on parallel streets.’’ 

Carpenter Hits Ordinance. 

Alderman J. 1. Carpenter also as- 
saulted the ordinance because of its 
acuon in éliminating jitneys entirely. 

“We do not want to put anyone out 
of business,’ he said. “but instead 
should take every precaution and ren- 
der every assistance in keeping them 
in business. People ride jitneys be- 
cause they get service. I do not think 
that jitneys should opeate on the same 
street with trolley cars, but I am con- 
vinced that Atlanta needs more than 
one line of transportation. We want 
protection, and guarantees’ that the 
power company will give proper serv- 
ive before taking jitneys off any 
streets. 

“The working man is the one who 
will suffer most from eliminating jit- 
neys, and forcing him to ride street 
cars will cripple the town. They can’t 
all get on the cars.” 

That council should take no action 
in the affair, as it is a fight between 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany and the jitneys, was the position 
taken by Councilman T. C. Morris. 
He said that a franchise is something 
that is bought and paid for, and that 
the city owes the power company 
nothing, as all agreements have been 
met by the city. 

Hartsfield Favors Abolition. 

Alderman W. B. Hartsfield, a mem- 
ber of the traction committe, and 
floor leader for those advocating pas- 
sage of the ordinance, made a strong 
plea for abolition of jitneys. 

“The entire situation has been given 
more exhaustive study and public dis- 
cussio.. than any question ever 
brought before city council,” he stat- 
ed. “The public has heard so much 
of the whole thing that people are 
getting thoroughly disgusted. and de- 
mand action one way or the other, 
After all of the discussion, those whu 
have not received sufficient informa- 
tidn are hopeless and beyond redemp- 
tion. 

“Regarding the suffering to be fore- 
ed on the working man, if there is 
anyone who stands for the laboring 
man, and espouses his every interest, 
it is the Federation of Trades. and 
that organization has passed resolu- 
tions asking that the ordinance he 
passed, and appointed committees to 
urge its adoption. 

“By passing this ordinance we are 
not doing anything that must stand 
until the end of time. Other ordi- 
nances have been repealed, and this 
one can be. By a clause in the meas- 
ure before this body, we can undo it 
at any time, as a safety valve is 
created because council reserves the 
authority to license bus lines at ‘any 
time public convenience demands it.

Washington, February 2.—President 
Coolidge teday signed a bill to au- 
thorize the postmaster general to con- 
tract for the carrying of air mail. 

Air mail now is carried over routes 
operated by the government, and the 
measure is designed to promote degel- 
opment of commercial aviation by au 
thorizing employment of aircraft com 
panies or civilian aviators to carry 
mail over routes designated by the 
postmaster general. It provides a 
minimum postage rate of 10 cents ap 
ounce on all first-class mail and stip- 
ulates that four-fifths of the postage 
shall be paid to the operator for che 
mail carried. 


MAGNUS QUESTIONS 
ELECTION OF SCHALL 


Washington, February 2.—Extor.- 
tion of $75,000 from Minnesota “boot- 
leggers” and “moonshiners” for use 
in the campaign of Representative 
Thomas D, Schall for the United 
States senate is charged in a petition 
of contest filed with the senate today 
by Magnus Johnson, the farmer-labur 
candidate who was defeated for reelec- 
tion. 

Senator Johnson alleges that this 
money was used with Schall’s “knowl- 
edge and consent, as your petitioner 
is informed and verily believes.” He 
also charges expenditure of other un- 
lawful sums and accuses Schall of 
making many misstatements concern- 
ing him and using money illegally in 
enlisting the aid and support of nu- 
mierous persons in Minnesota “in the 
publication and circulation of false and 
defamatory publications.” 

While filed with the senate at this 
time, the petition can not be consid- 
ered at this session, but will come up 
before the new senate elected at the 
time Johnson was defeated last No- 
vember. 

Senator Johnson avers that the al- 
leged “extortion” took place in Min- 
neapolis, where a “Schall political 
headquarters” was maintained, and 
that the money was paid by men then 
under indictment on charges of violat- 
ing the federal prohibition. laws. 

“Employees, visitors and habitues” 
of these headquarters. the petition 
states, represented to the accused that 
if they would contribute to Schall’s 
campaign fund the representative 
would use his influence with govern- 
ment officers and the courts “to secure 
their release,” : 

To “impress and influence the al- 
leged offenders further, the petition 
gays, “a dignified elderly-looking man” 
was placed in the headquarters on at 
least one occasion and represented to 
the accused men as one of the federal 
judges before whom cases such us 
theirs would come for trial.

“Tf Mayor Sims approves the ordi- 
nance regulating the sale of pistols, 
it certainly will be enforced strictly,” 
Chief of Police E. L. Jett declared 
Monday night.

TWO SENATORS-ELECT 
TS BACK STATE LAW. 

Pledros of support for proposed 
legislation to prevent the unregu- 
}:ted sale and: advertising of pistols 
were received Monday by The Con- 
stitution from Albert G. Foster. of 
Madison. senator-elect from the Tweo- 
ty-eighth Georgia district. and C. M. 
McKenzie. of Cordele. senator-elect 
from the Ferty-eighth Geergia district. 
Mr. Foster stated in an interview 
that he would “cooperate in any ways 
I can to put a ban upon the manu- 
facture, sale and ion of pis- 
tols,” while Mr. McKenzie hailed the 
anti-pistol compaign being waged by 
The Constitution as the most vital 
and far-reaching movement ever in- 
augurated for the betterment of the 
whole country.” 

The fight on the “hidden weapon,” 
which is being waged by The Consii- 
tution, has enlisted the whole-hearted 
support of citizens in all walks of 
life, and offices have been flood- 
ed with promises of support in legis 
lative action tending to outlaw the 
pistol as a public menace and com- 
mendation of the fight.

Alderman W. B. Duvall, a leader in 
the fight for better milk during the 
last year; Councilman Horace Rus- 
sell, chairman of the ordinance com- 
mittee, which approved the ordinance, 
and Counciman T. LL. Slappey. a men- 
ber of the ordinance committee, all 
spoke for it, explaining fts conditions, 


purpose and prubable effects. 


In addition . to the pasteurization 
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compliance with stringent ‘egulations | 


before the milk can be placed in grade 
A. In fact, before milk is rated as 
the highest class of raw milk, 
sanitary regulations must be met. and 
the milk must not contain a_ bac- 
terial count of more than 50.000. 
Important Provisions. ; 

Among other important provision 
contained in the ordinance are those 
which require all milk sold in restau- 
rants, soda fountains, hotels, caf 
and stores to be secved in origina 
containers, and prevents disnensing of 
it from cans; proper sterilization of 
all instruments: inspections of dairy 
farms and milk plants for the pur- 
pose of grading milk: physical exami: 
nation of all dairy employees to de 
termine whether or not there are car- 
tiers of typhoid or other diseuse 
germs, and testing of all milk by 
authorized inspectors. 

All clauses except that dealing with 
pasteurization will be effective im- 
mediately on the mayor’s approval of 
the measure. A maximum fine of 
$100 is provided for each violation. 

Councilman Russell, in making the 
initial address in favor of the ordi- 
nance. said that in al) details exéent 
that dealing with pasteurization, the 
measure is identical with standaré 
ordinances in effect im many other 
states, 3 

“Certified milk is the highest type. 
outside of pastuerizéd milk,” he said. 
“T have been told that no dairies here 
can produce certified milk, but that 
practically all are able to preduce 
grade A raw milk. It is impractica- 
ble to attempt to pasteurize all milk 
here at this time, as dairies have not 
the proper facilities, and the propo 
sition, I understand, -has not the co- 
operation of the dairymen, although 
a majority of them have been con- 
verted ‘to pasteurizatiun.” 

Paper Is Assailed. 

An attack on the paper was launch- 
ed hy Councilman Saunders, whe 
said that many dairymen could not 
pasteurize milk under any conditions, 
and that the ordinance could not be 
enforced. Fle charged that pasteur- 
izat'on would mean. “freezing out of 
the man with a cow, and put the 
fixing of the price of inilk in the hands 
of the hig dairies, who can dictate 
prices to be paid by consumers.” He 
also said that 60 per cent of milk 
used in Atlanta is shipped here from 
other states. 

Dr. Duvall denied that the ordi- 
nance would in any wag raise the 
price of milk, and said that pasteur- 
ization would not put anyone out of 
business. He claimed that practically 
all dairies here would be unaffected 
by the ordinatice, as a me reeity ot 
them can produve grade A milk at the 
present time. 

“All of the milk now brought into 
Atlanta from other parte of the state 
or from other states is pasteurizea 
now,” he said. “and the only way 
to provide an absoluce safeguard for 
milk consmmers is to pasteurize ai 
mills, Dirty milk, of course, will be 
affected by the ordinance in inspec- 
tion and grading, and milk which 
cannet be classed as certified or grade 
A will be pasteurized. 

“The ordinance, while not as strin- 
gent as the standard ordinance, will 
be an ‘incentive to dairymen, not a 
hindrance. It is a fine health step, 
and may lead to complete pasteuri- 
vation.” 

Slappey Defends Ordinance. 


Councilman Slappey attacked the 
stand taken by Mr. Saunders, charg- 
ing that if dealers cannot meet sani- 
tary conditions, they should be put 
out of business. More than 75 per 
cent already can produce grade A 
milk, he said, and the other 25 per 
cent should either be put out of busi- 
ness or forced to pasteurize their 
milk. While the ordinance is not as 
good as one which would provide 
complete pasteurization, he said in 
conclusion, it is text to the best, as 
it will almost eliminate the bad grade 
of milk sold now without harming 
any one, 

Alderman J. R. Bachman intro- 
duced an ainendinent, later adopted, 
which will force all persons manufac- 
turing or selling recombined, or pow: 
dered milk, to post large placards 
announcing the fact. 

When no further opposition devel- 
opéd, a vote was taken, with Council- 
man Saunders casting the only audi- 
ble dissenting vote. 

The ordinance was sént to council 
with unanimous approval of the milk 
commission, and a favcérable report 
from the ordinance committee. It 
also is said to have the approval of a 
majority of Atlanta dairymen.

. Washington, February 2.—From 
Monday, February 2, to Wednesday, 


March 4, is 30 days. Subtract tour Sun- 
days and two holidays and there re- 
main 24 working days for this ses- 
sion of congress. 

Then let the scores of interests and 
thousands of individuals who ure in- 
terested in the hundreds of bills pend- 
ing, some of them promised and put 
on the program, calculate the chances 
of the legislation they want. 

The appropriation bills will all pass. 
That makes it certuin there will be 
mo extra session, certainly not before 
fall. It is only a failure to pass ap- 
propriation bills that would have made 
an extra session inevitable. As re- 
Spects appropriations, both houses 
have developed unprecedented speed. 
The senate has passed one important 
appropriation in less than two hours. 

No Sign of Filibuster. 

Of course, any comparatively smal 
group of senators, if determined to 
bring about an extra session, or otn- 
erwise to embarrass the program, can 
do #0 by filibustering against an ap- 
Ppropriation bill as readily as any oth- 
er way. But there is no sign of that. 
The truth is, the number of senators 
who want an extra session is very 
emall.

Postal Bill Important. 

The other important legislation 
most likely to be the beneficiary of 
general willingness to pass it Is 4 
bill raising postal pay and _ postal 
rates. In spite of the house reproving 
the senate for passing it first, 
against the prerogative the house has 
of originating revenue measures, that 
bill will pass. ‘There is practically 
universal assent that the postal work- 
ers deserve the increase of pay, and 
everybody knows this bill provides 
the only form in which it can be 
given them, with Coolidge’s approval 
Consequently, “the postal workers 
everywhere are for it, and they com- 
pose a class almost as effective voliti- 
cally as the farmers. 

This leaves a very larse raft of 
legislation on the rocks. The most in- 
portant is the bill for rearranging the 
government departments in the inter- 
est of economy and efficiency. March

ference report on the Underwood bill 
authorizing the lease of Muscle Shoals 
will not be completed until the con- 
ferees have received advice from tech- 
nical experts. 
’ Centering their attention on the fer- 
tilizer provisions of the measure that 
offer the ohly subject for dispute be- 
tween the conferees, they agreed to- 
day that before the fertilizer sections 
are rewritten, they would solicit infor- 
mation from authoritative sources. 

This decision is not expected mate- 
rially to delay the report, which the 
conferees expect to issue this week. An 
effort is being made to get the bill 
back before the senate and house for 
final action, with the hope of avoid- 
ing the legislative jam during the clos- 
ing days of congress. 

No Material Differences. 

Spokesmen for the conferees said no 
material differences had arisen over 
the Underwood bill. They were re 
ported to be in agreement that the 
fertilizer provisions should be rewrit- 
ten. 

Agreement virtually has been reach- 
ed to increase the fertilizer profits to 
the operator from 1 per cent over the 
cost of production to at least 8 per 
cent. The section also is expected to 
be revised to allow the operator more 
time to reach the production of 40.- 
000 tons of fixed nitrogen, which is 
mandatory under the Underwood bill 
at the end of six years. This limit 
may be extended to eight years, and 
probably to ten years. 

Outside of the fertilizer provisions, 
which is the McKellar amendment to 
the Norris government operation bill, 
which was inserted in the Underwood 
bill during the confusion in the senate 
when the question was before that 
body, no fundamental change is ex- 
pected to be made in the measure as 
it passed the senate. 

Want Satisfactory Bids. 

The conference is dominated by a 
desire to produce a measutfe that will 
invité a satisfactory bid. ‘The whole 
conference membership has been rep- 
resented as being opposed to any sem- 
blance. of government operation and 
the bill as reported by the conference 
is expected to place the government 
operation provisions in more or less 
obscurity. 

Efforts will be made to report a 
measure that will produce the largest 
amount of fertilizer at the earliest 
period that is commensurate with 
business principles. As the bill now 
is written, the conferees believe 
any prospective bidder would be dis- 
couraged by the fertilizer require- 
ments, which would offer too great a 
business risk. 

Ford Statement Not Discussed. 

The suggestions made by Henry 
Ford in a recent statement were not 
discussed by the conference today. 
Spokesmen said they had come too 
late to be of assistance, as the senate 
already had gone on record as favor- 
ing the principles of the Underwood 
bill.

Births in Georgia in 1924 almost 
doubled the number of deaths occurring 


during the year according to figures 
compiled by the bureau of vital sta- 


“tistics of the Georgia state board ot 


health, and announced at the capitol 
Monday by Dr. W. A. Davis. During 
the year ending December 31, 1924, 
65,200 births were reported and 37,- 
‘0G deaths from-all causes. 

The 1924 birth figures show a de- 
crease of about 3,000 compared with 
the previous year. In 1923 there were 
68,200 births reported. Dr. Davis 
said this decrease, however, will be 
reduced as other unreported births are 
reeeived, Births in 1919 were 39,000; 
in 1920, 64,200; in 1921, 74,100, and 
in 1922, 70,500. 

Stricter Laws Needed. 

In his report Dr. Davis pointed out 
the need of stricter laws coverings 
registration of births and deaths and 
of appropriations large enough to per- 
mit the bureau to carry out its work 
in a more ample manner. 

“No rates can be comouted for 1924 
until the latter part of May or the 
early part of June, 1925,” says the

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ceport. “Since Georgia is not in the 
registration area for births, no birth 
rates are published, although the state 
shows a much larger birth rate than 
certain states whose birth records have 
been accepted by the United States 
government bureau of census, and are 
now in the registration area. 

“No tests of birth registration will 
be made in Georgia unti] the draw- 
backs previously mentioned are over- 
come and $20,000, the cost of such a 
test, is added to the budget for that 
purpose. 

There were a total of 37,966 deatns 
from all causes in the state of Georgia 
during the year 1924, according to the 
report, wile in 1923 the number of 
deaths was reported as _ 37,702, 
showing an increase of 264. For 
1922 there were 34,963; 1921, 33,170; 
1920, 35,702, and in 1919 21,640, ac- 
cording to the report. 

“It is probable that not over 63 
per cent of the deaths were registered 
during the first vear of organizat?on 
in 1919, and in 1920 more than 4,000 
deaths in excess of the usual number 
were added to the records by the in- 
fluenza epidemic of that year,” says 
the report. 

Causes of Deaths. 

“Of the 37,966 deaths in Georgia tn 
1924, 637 were ascribed to typhoid 
and 10 to-paratyphoid fever, which for 
obvious reasons are considered as a 
total of 667. There were 547 deaths 
ascribed directly to measles, not in- 
cluding those deaths due to complica- 
tions such as broncho,pneumonia, ete., 
on which certificates the term measles 
did not appear. 

“Malaria was given as the cause 
lof 430 deaths. whooping cough of 423, 
with 220 deaths ascribed to diph- 
theria, 25 to smallpox and 19 to scar- 
let fever—a total of 2,351 from these 
seven diseases. 

“Since January 1, 1919, when the 
bureau was created, these seven dis- 
eases have killed 11,461 persons in 
Georgia. Among these victims 6,008 
were white people and 5,448 negroes, 
and these figures include only those 
deaths ascribed directly to those dis- 
eases, and not those which occurred 
months after the primary attack and 
were ascribed to the aftermath.” 

Concerning the prevention of 
measles, whooping cough, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever and _ other diseases 
which have taken such a heavy toll 
in the number of lives in Georgia, the 
report of Dr. Davis says: 

Sad Commentary. 

“There may be some question as to 
the prevention. of measles, scarlet 
fever and whooping cough, but the 
8,854 deaths due to typhoid fever, ma- 
laria, smallpox and diphtheria is a 
sad commentary on the intelligence of 
the lawmaking hodies of the state, 
counties and cities of Georgia, who 
also hold the purse strings of the 
funds raised by taxes from the citi- 
zens of this state. The first duty of 
a statesman is the protection of the 
publie health. 

“The increase or decrease of 5 or 
10 deaths in a single year in the state 
means nothing, but the gradual de- 
crease from year to year, though it 
be small, may be taken as an index 
of better conditions. 

“During the past four years the 
mortality from diphtheria has dropped 
from 415 in 1921 to 220 in 1924, a 
saving of 440 children during the 
three years as shown by the former 
rate. The record for 1921 was 415 
| deaths, with 411 in 1922 and 274 in 
1923, and only 220 in 1924. If this 
reduced figure had obtained during 
the past six years, 529 chikfren would 
not now be. recorded as dead from 
dinhtheria. 

“The mortality from malaria has 
also dropped from 559 deaths in 1920 
to 430 in 1924. The reduction, al- 
though not ns marked nor as regular 
be in diphtheria, is sufficient to indi- 
cate the reswlts of the efforts of 
| those engaged in that line of publie 
;work. The year 1922 showed 585 
ideaths, with a reduction to 489 in 
(1923 and a further reduction in 1924 
‘o 430 deaths.” ’

Salaries Paid Quarterly. 

According to information obtained 
at the publie service commission sal- 
aries vf commissioners are paid quar- 
terly and the next pay day will be 
May 1. Requisitions for these sal- 
aries are submitted to the governor 
y the chairman vf the public service 
commission. The governor then is- 
sues a warrant which must be coun- 
tersigned by the comptroller general 
before being paid by the treasurer. 

Rulings have been made by the at- 
torney general and by the otner mein- 
bers of the public service commission 
that the term of office of Commis- 
sioner Boifeuillet does not expire un- 
til December 1, 1925. Mr. Bennett 
contends that he was elected to a 
term of office which should have be- 
gun January 1, 1925. 

For a short time both Col. Boifeuit- 
let and Mr. Bennett occupied the of- 
fice at the capitol but Mr. Bennett 
soon retired with the statement that 
he would make a demand forthe sal- 
ary February 1, 1925. Monday he 
asked the treasurer to pay the sgal- 
ary but the treasurer refused on the 
ground that he presented no warrant. 
Treasurer Speer has taken the position 
that he will pay the warrant if pre- 
sented by either one of the contesting 
officials, provided it is properly 
signed. 

No Demand by Boifeuillet. 

Commissioner Boifeuillet made no 
demand for his salary Monday, ex- 
plaining that the money fs pafd quar- 
terly on requisitions signed by tne 
chairman of the commission for 
which warrants are issued by the gov- 
ernor.

Early spring weather in Atlanta 
and Georgia will be unmarred by any 
severe cold spells, according to pre 
dictions made Monday by two well- 
known authorities. C. F. von Herr- 
mann, in charge of the local weather 
bureau, was one, and the other the 
famous ground hog, who came and 
failed to see his shadow on February 
2, known as “Ground log day” in 
al] parts of the civilized world. 

Mr. von Herrmann has no more 
confidence in the ground hog than a 
Tech freshman has in a “two-timing” 
mamma. In fact, he said something 
to that effect Monday, though he also 
said that mild weather, in all prob- 
ability, will prevail'in Georgia for the 
next six weeks. In the next two or 
three days the skies will clear up, 
but the temperature will drop, ac- 
cording to the prediction. The fore- 
easter said he would not promise fair 
weather, however, for more than two 
or three days in advance. 

Many Watched Ground Hog. 

Many people, however, have faith 
in the ground hog just like they have 
in wildcat oil stocks, flappers’ com- 
plexions, puncture-proof tires, wres- 
tling matches and old Doctor Dead- 
easy’s rheumatism cure. These and 
others looked out eagerly Monday to 
see if the sun would shine and cause 
the ground hog’s shadow to play on 
the ground. No sun and no shadow 
came, however, and according to the 
old tradition this means that Mr. 
Ground Hog will remain out of his 
hole, and that fair weather will pre- 
vail for the next six weeks. 

Mr. von Herrmann confessed Mon- 
day that he obtained the data on 
which he hases his predictions from 
sources other than from the ground 
hog. He said all indications point to 


a mild spring, and he does not expect 
any severe periods of weather during 
the next six weeks. 

The mild spring weather is good 
for the boll weevil, a pest which has 
won no honors as being Georgia's 
most popular citizen, and the farmers 
will have to use more poison this 
summer in combating this afflication, 
Mr. von Herrmann predicted. 

Atlanta’s Coldest Days. 

“Although [ expect a mild spring, 
we must not forget that some of our 
coldest weather comes in February,” 
he said, “The coldest day experienced 
by Atlanta and Georgia came Febru- 
ary 13, 1899, when the temperature 
dropped to 8 degrees below zero. This 
is the coldest day ever experienced 
here, according to the records of the 
bureau. The coldest day in 1924 came 
on January 6, when the thermometer 
‘in Atlanta registered exactly zero. 
This cold weather helped kill the boll 
weevil, and as a result the farmers 
found it easier to combat the pest the 
following summer.” 

Tuesday and Wednesday _ the 
weather will clear up, but will be 
colder, according to the forécast. For 
Atlanta and Georgia, the prediction is 
fair and colder. :

AT CHICAGO. 

Chicago, February 2.—The pro- 

verbial .ground hog failed to see his 


traditional fashion in an- effort to 
forecast the weather of the next six 
weeks. The weather man, however, con- 
fined himself to a prediction covering 
a 24-to-36-hour period indicating con- 
siderable colder weather tonight in 
this immediate vicinity, with sharply 
rising temperature in the northern

Not until 1922 did any one real- 
ize that it wae possible for -good 
business men, at very nominal cost, 
to protect themselves from the great 
risk of an immense financial loss by 
reason of their debtors going into 
bankruptcy, each debtor claiming, and 
obtaining in the bankruptcy court, the 
sum of $1,600 allowed them under the 
laws of Georgia 2: homestead. The 
los: thus sustained annually by job- 
bers, manufacturers, retailers, bank- 
ers and business men generally easily 
amounts to millions of dollars. 

Realizing the importance of devis- 
ing some method whereby creditors 
could protect themselves in case of 
bankruptcy, at least to the amount 
of $1,600, the law firm of R. lL. J. 
& S. J. Smith, Jr., of Commerce, 
early in 1922 prepared and copyright- 
ed a “contract note,” now sometimes 
called the “Smith homestead assign- 
ment note,” in which note the maker 
“assigns, transfers and conveys to 
the owner of sail note a sufficient 
amount of his homestead and exemp- 


tion to pay this note in full, prin- 
cipal and interest, attorney’s§ fees 
and cost,” and the trustee in bank- 
ruptey is directed by the maker of 
the note to deliver to the owner of 
the note a sufficient amount of prop- 
erty or money arising from the sale of 
the homestead exemption to settle the 
amount due on said note, up_ to 
$1.600. 

In 1925 an attack was made on 
this note by the distinguished attor- 
ney representing a bankrupt, as to 


the validity of the transfer and as- 
signment contained in the ecpyrighted 
“contract notes.” In the now cele- 
brated case of Saul versus Bowers, 
which is reported in the 155th Geor- 
gia report, pages 450-458, the sole 
question in that case for the su- 
preme court to decide was whether 
or not the transfer and assignment in 
the “Smith homestead assignment 
note” was sufficient to vest the title 
to the homestead exemption amount- 
ing to $1,600 in the owner of said 
note. The supreme court held, in 
rendering its decision in this case, 
that “‘the language used in said note 
was sufficient to transfer end assign 
to the owner of ibis note the right, 
title and interest cf the maker of the 
note, to whatever homestead and ex- 
emption rights the maker may have 
had under the laws of Georgia.” The 
supreme court thus clearly upheld 
the validity of the “Smith copyright- 
ed contract notes,” as claimed by 
them.

Who Commanded the American Army on the Rhine

(The cabinet crisis in the leg- 
islature of Prussia, most impor- 
tant of the federated German 
states, like that which deter- 
mined the character of the new 
central government, reveals a 
trend towards monarchism.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 

Dr. Rex. L. ‘Dively, ara City 
orthopedic surgeon, reports that 49 
of the 148 cases of anterior polio- 
myelitis (infantile paralysis) he 
studied in the epidemic in Kansas 
last summer and autumn occurred in 
Topeka. The remaining 99 cases 
radiated out from Topeka along the 
main highways. This suggests how 
infantile paralysis is spread. 

Ninety-three of the 148 cases were 
in males, 55 were in females. 
of the cases occurred in August. 

Eleven patients were under a year 
old; 13 were under two years old; 
22 were three years old; seven four 
years; 11 five years; nine six years: 
and so on up to the age of 15, two 
patients; between 15 and 22 years, 
22 patients; and between 25 and 40 
years of age, nine patients. 

The death rate was 8.7 per cent. 

High fever was noted the first day 
in 90 per cent of cases; stomach and 
intestinal upset the first day in 75 
per cent of cases; severe headacbe 
in 55 per cent, usually on the first 
day: pain and stiffness in the back 
of the neck in 54 per cent of cases, 
but generally not until the second 
or third day of illness; general mus- 
cular soreness in 48 per cent of cases, 
but not until the third, fourth or 
fifth day of illness; sore throat in 20 
per cent of cases, usually the first 
vr second day of illness. 

The acute illness, the fever stage, 
lasted from six to 10 days, as a rule; 
only two or three days in some cases, 
and as Jong as three weeks in one 
case, 

In only one case reported in this 
epidemic did the paralysis occur 
without the preliminary fever stage. 

Paralysis was first noticed, gen- 
erally, after from three ‘to five days 
of the feverish illness. 

The paralysis affected the whole 
body in over half the cases, starting 
generally in the legs. 

The legs only were paralyzed in 
27 per cent of cases. Both legs, 13 
per cent and only one leg in 7 per 
cent of cases. 7 

The upper extremities alone were 
paralyzed in 6 per cent of cases. — 

An arm and a leg on the same side 
were affected in 11 per cent of cases. 

After a year of treatment the re- 
sults were: Complete recovery in 21 
per cent of cases; good recovery in 
3% per cent; fair recovery in 3¢ per

cent, and slight recovery in 10 per 
cent of the cases treated. Proper 
treatment was not had in all cases, 
and no treatment at all in 26 per 
cent. Good treatment was given 26 
per cent of the cases, and only fair 
treatment in 48 per cent. 

Dr. Dively says that there prob- 
ably exist, during an epidemic, def- 
inite poliomyelitis carriers. He has 
records of persons in several com- 
munities whe visited various families 
in which poliomyelitis soon after- 
ward developed, the visitor being the 
only possible source of infection. He 
believes most persons in the com- 
munity where poliomyelitis is epl- 
demic, have the disease in a_ light 
abortive form, for in nearly all re- 
cords “colds,” snuffles or sore throat 
were reported in most of the other 
members of the immediate family of 
the patient. It seems to Dr. Dively 
that the disease is selective to cer- 
tain individuals, and so perhaps one 
individual in a whole infected family 
shows paralysis. cst ae

about, beware of the gossip who

The college hopes to acquire the 
manse, which is owned by the churciu 
and occupied by its present pastor as 
part of its three-fold plan to memo- 
rialize the name of America’s war- 
time president. It also plans to erect 
a building on the college campus to 
bear the name of Woodrow Wilson 
and -to restore to its original design 
the chapel where the late president 
was baptized.

have with them. The bank refused, 
contending, among. other grounds, 
that its records were confidential. 
The lower federal courts, however. 
sustained the government, and from 
that decision the bank appealed. 


Sea Island Cotton 
Official Standards 
Discontinued by U.S. 


Washington, February 2.—Discon- 
tinuance of the official standards of 
the United States for sea island cot- 
ton was announced today by Secre- 
tary Gore, of the department of agri- 
culture. Lack of demand for the 
standards and _ scarcity of cotton 
from which to make copies were the 
reasons given. 

Because of the boll weevil, the state- 
ment said, virtually no sea island is 
grown in this country, although for 
many years regarded as the best of 
all cotton formerly grown in 
Florida, South Carolina and Georgia. 
In 1923 a crop of only 785 bales was 
reported and none was reported in 
1924. Cotton breeders of the depart- 
ment of agriculture are undertaking 
development of some quicker-fruiting 
strains of sea island in the hope that 
it may be grown profitably despite the 
boll weevil.

U. S. Chamber Represented.

GARVEY CONVICTION 


UPRELD BY COUR! 


New York, February 2.—The con. 
viction of Marcus Garvey, self-styled 
provisional president of the African 
republic, for use of the mails to de- 
fraud, was affirmed today by the 
United States circuit court of ap- 
peals. 

Garvey was convicted in June, 1923, 
in connection with the sale of stock 
of the Black Star Line, Inc. He was 
sentenced to five years in Atlanta 
penitentiary and was fined $1,000. 

The Black Star Line was organized 
by Garvey to acquire vessels to trans 
port negroes to Africa, where a great 
‘nation was to be established for the 
race, 

The high court’s opinion summar- 
ized the indictment as declaring that 
the entire scheme was to persuade ne- 
groes to buy stock in the Black Star 
Line at $5 per share, when the de- 
fendant knew that, notwithstanding 
florid representations, the shares were 
not and in all probability never could 
be worth $5 or any other sum. 

The persons indicted with Garvey 
were acquitted and Garvey himself 
was convicted on only one count. 

In affirming the conviction, Judge 
Hough said: 

“,t may be true that Garvey fan- 
vied himself a Moses, if not a Mes- 
siah; that he deemed himself a man 
with a message to deliver, and be- 
lieved that he needed ships for the 
deliverance of his people; but with 


his gospel consisted in part of ex- 
hortations to buy worthless stock, ac- 
companied by deceivingly false state- 
ments as to the worth thereof, he was 
guilty of a scheme or artifice to de- 
fraud.

If a person 
owes money secured by a lien or mort- 
gaze on his home, the amount of in- 
terest paid on such indebtedness may 
be deducted. 

Moreover, interest paid by the tax- 
payer on a mortgage upon real estate 
of which he is the legal or equitable 
ower, even though the taxpayer 1s 
not directly liable upon the bond or 
note secured, may be deducted as in- 
terest upon his indebtedness. For ex- 
amplp, the owner of a house and lot 
borrows money from a bank, giving 
his note or bond and a mortgage. He 
then vells the property subject to the 
mortgage. The purchaser does not 
agree with the bank to pay the mort- 
gage. but does pay the interest. If it 
were necessary to foreclose on the 


mor‘gage, and the proceeds of the sale 
of the property were not sufficient to 


cover the amount of thé note or pond. 
the bank could not sue the purchaser, 
but would have to look to the seller. 

Iniebtedness need not be evidencea 
by a lien, judgment or mortgage to 
make the interest thereon deductible. 
Frequently indebtedness is evidenced 
oniy by notes without additional se- 
cures. 

A taxpayer may borrow money from 
an insurance company in which he is 
insured. Even where the money is 
used to pay the premium due upon the 
policy, the interest paid thereon may 
be deducted as personal indebtedness. 
interest paid on behalf of a friend 
or relative where there is no legal 
oblization on the part of the payer 
cannot be deducted. In such case the 
payment, amounts to a loan or gift. 

Nince interest paid may be deducted, 
it follows that interest received is sub- 
ject to the income tax, and should be 
included in the gross income of the 
recipient. Interest need not be reé- 
ceived in cash, but is constructively 
received: when credited and held sub- 
tect to call. For example. interest 
credited to a taxpayer's: saving ac- 
count for the year 1924 is income for 
that year.

A nti-Christian 


W ave Spreading 
Among Chinese 


Pekin, December 28.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—QOut of 
the general unrest prevailing in China 
there appears to be growing an antt- 
Christian sentiment which is veausing 
sclue anxiety among missionaries and 
western educators. 

The outstunding evidence of this 
szruwth at present are a_ strike of 
students at the *‘Yale in China” High 
school, and circulation by a Shanghai 
newspaper of a bulletin denouncing 
Christianity and Christian wmission- 
aries and their work. 

The trouble at the Yale in China 
school, an institution supported in 
part by funds locally raised and in 
part by an appropriation from Ameri- 
ca, anpears to have been due to oppo- 
sition to inclusion of the Bible in their 
curriculum on the ground that it was 
an arbitrary and unwarranted imposi- 
tion of western belief, having no bear- 
ing upon education. 

The Shanghai China Press, com- 
menting editorially, says it is difficult 
to discover the reason for the anti- 
(Christian movement, but that one ex- 
ists there can be no doubt. “Some at- 
tribute it.” says the Press, “to the 
nationalism or patriotism which is 
sweeping the Iand and others at- 
tribute it the bolshevism. The truth 
nrebably is that both influences are 
behind it” 


SEEK TO INVALIDATE

Statesboro, Ga., February 2.—Ask- 
ing that the will of Raphael Simmons,

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VATICAN EMBASSY

Paris, hessggess 2.---The:chamber of 
deputies has voted to suppress the 
French embassy at the vatican, in 
spite of vigorous protests from French 
Catholics, : 

The vote came Monday night, less 
than 24 hours after General Castel- 
min, leader of the clerical party, had 
told 30,000 Catholics gathered in Brit- 
tany that the Masons had. declared 
war against Catholicism and that’ the 
church would accept the challenge. 

Abolition of the vatican embassy 
was one of the campaign promises of 
Edouard Herrivt, the socialist premier. 
Abolition was voted, 314 to 250, and 
represented an expression of confi- 
dence in the premier. 

After a lapse of years, French dip- 
lomatic representation at the vatitan 
was restored during the premiership 
of Aristide Briand. Briand has been 
Herriot’s most able opponent during 
the discussion of the abolition, ai- 
though the Catholic leaders have 
been noisier and more vigorous. 

Oo long as the embassy existed. 
France was assured of retaining the 
title and authority of protection of 
the Catholic church in the Far East. 
If the senate ayyoves the aboiition, 
the pope is not likely to permit 
France to continue this profitabie 
duty in the Orient. 

French Charge to Remain. 

Herriot surprised his followers by 
asking at the last moment that a 
French charge d'affaires be main- 
tained at the vatican. The vote in 
this question will come Tuésday, but 
by straddling the question, Herriv: 
has pleased no one. He is now in 
the position of seeking to abolish tae 
embassy, while maintaining relatiovs 
through a minor official. 

The radicals and Catholics combined 
to make the session so noisy that it 
had to be adjourned. Lhe former 
complain that maintenance of ib: 
charge would represent special treat- 
ment for the intensely Catholic 
provinces of Alsace and Lorraine, and 
that this solution merely would in- 
flame religious hatred, 

Allege Surrender to Catholies. 

The premier is alleged to have sur- 
rendered to the Catholics. The ob- 
streperous Castelnau league, which is 
directed by cardinals of the Holy Ro- 
man church, probably will initiate 
propaganda throughout France aimed 
at the abrogation of the separation
